RUSSIANS KILL DEFENSELESS 
COREANS IN THEIR ANGER.

SEOUL, Corea, Feb. 29.—Reports have 
been received here that Russian soldiers 
in Northern Corea have killed a number 
of defenseless persons, giving aS.a reason 
for so doing that tne Coreans had allowed 
the Japanese to conduct warlike operations 
on Corean territory. 

In consequence of the actions gf the Rus- 
gians, the Corean troops have been or- 
dered to join the Japanese and wage war 
against the Russians. 

A number of former army officers and 
military students have petitioned the Cor- 
ean war office to be allowed to defend 
their country. Three mountain batteries 
of 18 big guns, to be used for fortifying 
the hills around Seoul have arrived. A 
new Corean goOvernment, has been appoint- 

. All of its members are: progressive, 
and the pro-Russian party is absolutely 
powerless. 

One of the first acts ff the new gov- 
ernment was to 1! each Yi Yong Ik, but 
the wily mirister soUght the protection 
of the Japanese and eseaped to the great 
exasperation of his opponents, who threat- 
en him with assassination. 

The Corean people have been cofmfmanded 
to receive the Japanese military notes 
in exchange for goods. These notes will 
be cashed on the 5th and 15th of each 
month. All of the employes of the Ameri- 
can mining company, with women and 
children numbering more than 70 persons, 
have been withdrawn from Unsan to Ping 
Yang. 


JAPAN ACCEPTS HOSPITAL

HAYASHI SAYS JAPAN 
CENSORS NEWS BECAUSE 
SHE FIGHTS FOR LIFE. 


Feb. 29.—In reference to the 
severity of the censorship exercised by 
the Japanese government over the news 
dispatches of foreign correspondents, Baon 
Hiavashi, the Japanese.minister to Great 
Britain, said: 

“T have had numerous 
from English and other newspapers upon 
this subject, but I believe that our posi- 
tion in the case is not only right, but will 
be admitted to be such by those who look 
carefully into the circumstances 

“We are fighting against numerical odds 
which are. quite out of proportion to any 
odds against any combatant in recent 
wars. We are fighting for our existence, 
and our only hope of maintaining it is to 
strike swiftly and secretly at te begin- 
ning. To get in the. first blows means 
more to us than, I think, it has ever meant 
to any belligerent, and, to insure this, 
it is vital for us.to demand a degree of 
secrecy which has not been necessary in 
any recent warfare. Even at the risk of 
alenating temporarily the friendship of 
the press of the world, we must prevent 
even a whisper of our real intentions 
reaching our powerful enemy.” 
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RUSSIA MAY YET HAVE 
EXHIBIT AT THE FAIR. 


Hope that Russia may yet be induced to 
send exhibits to the World's Fair has been 
revived by the following cablegram re- 
ceived by President Francis last night 
from United States Consul Gen. Nthelbert 
Watts at St. Petersburg: 

“Retain Russin’s space fortnight.” 

As stated exclusively in the Post-Dis- 
patch a few days ago, Russian govern- 
ment has ordered work on its national pa- 
vilion at the Fair pushed. although a 
cablegram ‘from Commissioner Alexan- 
drofsky at St. Petersburg a week ago 
stated that the Russian tradesmen were 
going to devote their Exposition funds to 
the Red Cross in the Japanese war. 

This cablegram was answered by Presi- 
dent Tfrancis with a plea that Russia re- 
consider such action. The United States 
ambassador was asked to take up the 
matter and the dispatch last night is be- 
lieved to indicate that the efforts are meet- 
ing with success, 

Ruasian tradesmen had prepared exhibits 
at a cost of $400,000 when the war with 
Japan began. They were to be represent- 
ed by displays in transportation, education 
and social economy, agriculture, forestry, 
fish and game and varied imiustries. 
Gaston Horlaville, in charge of the work 
on the Russian pavilion. stated yester- 
day that he would put on day and night 
shifts of men in an effort to complete the 
building by May 1.
